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IT STILL INCREASES. 


Buying the Bonds Does Not Reduce the 
Surplus. 

WASHINGTON, May 11.— The total amount of 
bonds purchased under the circular of April 
17th, including today’s purchase, is $18,088,000. 
Their cost to the government, including 
premium, was $21,665,500. When the secre- 
tary issued his offer to buy bonds the treasury 
surplus, as stated in the official statement, was 
$106,225,000. Since then it has fluctuated be- 
tween $110,000,000 and $102,000,000. Accord- 
ing to the statement issued yesterday it was 
105,400,000 or slightly in excess of what 
it was when the buying of bonds began, 
showing that receipts over expenditures 
during the pore stated was greater 
by $175,000 than the amount expended 
up to yesterday in the purchase of bonds. It 
is understood that this apparent failure to re- 
duce the surplus had considerable to do with 
the action of Acting Secretary Thompson to- 
day in accepting over $7,000,009 of bonds at 
rates higher than has previously been paid. 
Today 1.27 was paid for four per cent bonds, 
and 1.08 for four and a half per.cents. Lere- 
tofore 1264 and 41.07}, respectively, 
were the highest prices paid, and 
many large offers were rejected 
in which cases were the same as those accept- 
ed today. Disbursements, on account of to- 
day’s purchases, will bring the surplus below 
§100,000,000. It is known that Secretary Fair- 
child is disposed to buy heavily, but it is inti- 
mated that it is not liable to go above today’s 
rates unless specially impelled thereto by the 


interests of the government.

THE RISING WATERS. 


Great Damage Done to Railroads—Farms 
" Submerged. 

Rock IsntAnp, Il)., May 11,—The high 
water, which has been running over the stone 
wall of the Moline water power for days, at 
noon carried away a large section of the heavy 
stone bulkhead which runs across the south 
channel of the Mississippi, between Rock Is- 
land channel and the main shore. Five hun- 
dred feet of this wall has disappeared, and it is 
believed that the rest has been so demoralized 
as to need rebuilding. The wail cost the goy- 
ernment $100,000. All trains are abandoned on 
the St. Paul road between here and Savanna 
in consequence of the flood, and on the Peoria 
road on account of the long railway embank- 
ment which threatens to break and flood the 
lowlands. Hundreds of families are moving 
ont of their houses tonight. 

Quincy, May 11.—The river here is now ten 
miles wide and hundreds of farms are sub- 
merged to the depth of several feet. The 
levee below the city is weakening in places 
and a large force of men are at work night and 
day to avert the threatened calamity. Foundries 
and factories along the levee have been forced 
to suspend. The St. Louis, Keokuk and 
Northwestern railway has abandoned all trains 
north of here, Butting off the towns of La- 
Grange, Canton and Alexandria. The loss is 
incalculable.

A FAITHLESS WIFE 


Brings Death to One Man, and Imprisonment 
to Another. 

San Francisco, Cal., May 11.--[Special.]— 
After several days of trial, Jno. G. Crawford 
has been convicted of the murder of Van Bu- 
ren Burke, but the jury fixed the penalty at 
imprisonment for life. Crawford’s face grew 
pale when he heard the first part of the ver- 
dict, but he instantly regained his composure 
when the penalty was announced. His wife 
siared at the jurors for an instant as the fore- 
man sat down, and leaning back in her chair 
she uttered one long wail, and sobbed hysteri- 
cally. While the jury was being polled, she 
continned sobbing, and at times the answers of 
the jurors could not be heard. A friend en- 
deavored to induce her to leave the court room, 
but she would not listen to him, and gazed pit- 
ifully at her husband. 

Judge Murphy then fixed Saturday for sen- 
tence, and Crawford, as defiant as he was on 
the night of his arrest. walked back to the 
county jail between two deputies. The crime 
for which Crawford will suffer a life term was 
peculiarly atrocious. He had been the lover 
of Burke's wife, and the money which he fur- 
nished her she had spent with Crawford in lit- 
tle jaunts over the state. Her husband 
thoughtshe was visiting friends. She quar- 
reled with Burke finallya nd got a divorce 
from him. Then she married Crawford, but 
after this marriage she went back to live with 
Burke for a few wecks and attempted to 
get kin fo give her the restaurant he was 
carrying on. He wreftsed, and when 
he learned that his ex-wife was wmar- 
ried and how he had ~been. deceived 
he was furious and ordered her never to come 
near him again. Mrs Crawford, it’s thought, 
represented to her husband that she was afraid 
of Burke. Some day last fall he went to 
Burke’s restaurant and killed him behind his 
counter. On his trial Crawford pleaded self- 
defense, but there was no evidence except his 
own to support the claim. 


CUT HIS WIFE’S THROAT.

ENGLAND'S DEFENSES 


Discussed in the House of Lords 
Yesterday. 


THE DUKE OF CAMBRIDGE’S DENIAL 


That the Country is in Any Immediate Dan- 
ger—Emperor Frederick's Health 
Improving—General News. 


Lowpon, May 11.—In the house of lords to- 
day, Viscount Harding asked what truth there 
was in the reports that England was in a de- 
fenseless condition, that she had the worst 
guns in the world, and that her ports and ships 
were unsafe. The duke of Cambridge,.com- 
mander of the forces, denied that the country 
was in imminent danger. The government 
were fully alive to the importance of reform- 
ing and strengthening the defensive forces and 
were considering means by which this should 
be done. He did not doubt that the result 
would satisfy every one. 

Lord Salisbury protested against the pre- 
vailing impression that because the govern- 
ment did not make showy speeches, their vigi- 
lance slept. The government must practice 
utmost reticense in such matters. Nothing 
would be more insane to explain to all the 
world what were England’s strength and the 
nature of precautions she was taking. It 
would be treachery to give such publicity. 
[Applause.] The fact was there has been a 
considerable increase of preparations within 
recent years. There was no ground for re- 
proaching the government with neglecting the 
country’s defenses. Since 1884 both the army 
and navy had been much strengthened. The 
army had been increased from 181,217 men of 
all arms to 212,470 men, while the expendi 
tures for navy had risen from $4,449,000 to 
$6.611,000. He complained that high military 
authorities were making statements against 
the government at public banquets, where 
they could not be answered. General Lord 
Wolseley, he said, had recently declared that 
the reason that the army and navy were not as 
strong as they ought to be was to be found in 
the system of government by party, which was 
to the disgrace of England, depriving English 
statesmen of manly honesty. 

General Wolseley ought to have made that 
statement in parliament, where he could have 
been answered. The panictone pervading the 
language used by the military authorities of 
the house was not shared by the government, 
who were fully conscious that any disregard of 
the national defenses in the present state of 
the world would be a very grave dereliction of 
duty. [Cheers.] 

The duke of Cambridge, General Lord 
Wolseley, General Secretary Redvers Buller 
and other officials. held,a long private discus- 
sion in the war office yesterday. It is reported 
they decided to propose to parliament toimme- 
diately place the second army corps on a good 
footing and issue magazinesfto all regular 
troops. Thata special committee be formed to 
attend the stores necessary for field service 
and that the volunteer corps be sent to Ports- 
mouth to be drilled in the use of guns of large 
calibre. 

Ata sitting of the committee of the house of 
commons last night, Lord Randolph Churchill 
presiding, General Nicholson, who prepares 
the estimates for the war office, admitted that 
$90,000 was required for barracks accommoda- 
tions. Knowing, lmwever, that this sum 
would not be granted he had submitted an 
estimate of $20,000, which Stanhope, war sec- 
retary, had cut down to $13,650. Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill commented sharply upon 
General Nicholson’s action in taking upon 
himself responsibility of submitting false esti- 
mates. 

Lord Salisbury’s speech in the house of 
lords this evening has caused a sensation in 
political and military circles. His attack up- 
on General Lord Wolseley was wholly unex- 

vected. The general opinion is that Lord 

Volseley will resign after replying to the 
premier.

CARNARVON TO PARNELL 
Replying to Complaints of Inconsistency 
Carnarvon’s Scheme. 

Lonpon, May 11.—Lord Carnarvon, in his 
reply to Mr. Parnell, complains of hig incon- 
sistency. First, he says, Mr. Parnell in the 
house of commons, in 1586, asserted that he 
(Carnarvon) had conveyed to him, in behalf 
of the government, knowledge of an intention 
to offer in the Irish home rule scheme. On 
his (Carnarvon’s) denial that he had-made 
such communication Mr. Parnell dropped the 
matter and did not refer to it again until Feb- 
ruary of the present year, when he as- 
serted that Carnarvon had expressed his 
belief in the necessity for home rule. 

“He now admits,” continued Carnarvon 
“that he himseit did the talking, and that I 
was only a listener. The next stage of Mr. 
Parnell’s explanation will, without doubt, 
bring him intoa happy conformity with all I 
have said.”’ 

Lord Carnarvon explains the points of his 
idea of a proper basis of Irish self-government 
briefly, as follows: First, the supremacy of 
the crown imperial parliament in ultimate re- 
sort. Second, the control of the police and ap- 

intment of the judiciary by the crown, 
Whird, the limitation of local taxation to such 
extent as to prevent injustice. Fourth, a rea- 
sonable satisfying of the people of Ulster. 
Fifth, the whole to be preceded by some 
land settlement. To these, Lord Carnarvon, 
must be added the separation of legislative 
and executive functions. He details very 
fully the difficulties of such a scheme, and 
thinks that in the eyes of Englishmen he may 
appear to steer too close to the rocks and 
quicksand, while in the eyes of some Irishmen, 
the gift, coupled with such limitations, might 
appear woithless. But right or wrong, lie says 
the scheme is utterly impossible, Mr. Glad- 
stone having destroyed ali chance of a reagon- 
able settlement on such a base. 

Lord Carnarvon then deals with the crown 
colony idea in similar detail, and gives it as his 
opinion that though the plan is a difficult one 
it is not impossible. 

He says, in conclusion, he has written thus 
frankly in order to dispel ambiguityin regard 
to his views, which, he declares, are the result 
of his gathering the opinions of every class of 
the Irish people. His ideas are entirely his 
own, and his late colleagues are in no way re- 
sponsible for them. He claims that his letter 
must be considered as a whole, and not in 
piecemeal. 
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Boulanger Speaks. 

Paris, May 11.—General Boulanger, Count 
Dillon, and Deputies LaGuerre and Mayer, 
went today to Dunkirk. A crowd of 200 per- 
sons gathered at the depot to witness their de- 

arture, and there were some cries of “Vive 
ulanger.”” <As the train passed through 
Arra, General Boulanger was greeted with 
mingled ‘‘vivas’’ and hisses. A large crowd 
assembled at the railway station at Dunkirk 
to see Boulanger. Onalighting from the train, 
he was received by his friends and supporters 
with shouts of ‘‘Vive Boulanger,” while others 
in the crowd hooted vigorously. A banquet 
was given in the evening in honor of the gen- 
eral. In replying toa toast to his health, he 
protested against the ‘‘brutality’’ shown by the 
government in wer it him of his sword, 
which he had no thought of using except as a 
safeguard to the honor of his country. ‘* With- 
eut bragging,’’ he said, ‘“‘we know how to pre- 
sent to Europe the spectacle of a nation re- 
constituting its forces so that it may be enabled 
to withstand all storms.”

As if this were not enough to show that the family 
were solid for tne cause of the south, histwo sons- 
in-law likewise enlisted inthe army. So, in all, 
nine soldiers went out-from‘one household to do 
battle for their country. “To crown the sacrifice, the 
grand old patriarch himself then expressed his re- 
gret that advancing age prevented his joining the 
others. We do not suppose that the history of wars 
will show a nobler illustration of unselfish patriot- 
ism.

The Murder of Cheney by His Jealous Pastor 
—The Large Crowd Present—Last 
Scenes Around the Gallows. 


Greensnoro, Ga., May 11.-—-[Special.J— 
Justice has been vindicated, and George Mc- 
Dnftic has paid the penalty of murder with his 
life. 

From an early hour this morning, despite 
the fact that the hanging was to be private, 
crowds began to gather in town. The crowd 
about the jail was immense, while the streets 
were equally thronged. 

Last night McDuffie spent a restless. nneasy 
night, and by early sunlight this morning was 
pacing up and down his cell, singing in aloud, 
monotonous tone, a disconnected invocation. 
When his breakfast was brought him he 
scarcely tasted it, andas soon asthe doors 
swung shut, he again began his song. At 
afew minutes after8 o'clock this morning, 
a reporter of THz ConsTITuTION Visited him in 
his cell. A good crowd had gathered around 
the jail, listening to the song of McDuffie. As 
the reporter stepped in the jail, McDuffie didn’t 
cease for a moment his loud exhortation, and 
was a striking scene. Back and forth hestrode 
in a measured way, his head thrown up, his 
eyes closed and keeping time to his song with 
the clapping of his hands. 


“Good-bye my sisters and my brothers,”’ he | 


chanted, “I soon will be done with my griev- 
ing here, thank God. Oh, yes, thank God, I’m 
going home to live with God.” 

From the pallet to the east wall, then back 
again from the pallet to the west wall, singing 
all the time, without a moment’s pause, he 
never noticed the reporter’s presence, but 
continued singing: 

“T am done with the trials of the world. 
My suffering on earth is over. Good bye, 
mourners, good bye!”” Back and forth the 
lond monotonous tone never changing. At 
one time he stopped in the centre of the cell, 
and raised his eyes. 

“Oh, don’t yousee the bright angels?’’ he 
said, and then concluded, ‘‘Thy will be done,’’ 
and again took up his march. 

At last the reporter spoke to him. 

‘How do you feel, Mac?”’ 

“Oh, I feel bad, boss, bad, but I’se satisfied 
to go?”’ - 

‘‘Are you sorry for your crime ?”’ 

“Yes, heartily sorry. I rely on Jesus Christ 
for my salvation.”’ 

Being asked if he felt sorry for his crime 
not because it brought him to the gallows, but 
because itwas a crime, he answered ‘‘Yes.”’ 
He said he fully realized that he had to die, 
and in afew hours, but he was ready to go; he 
had made his peace with God. Hesaid he 
rested only tolerably well, though he felt it 
was a horrible thing to be hung. 

‘IT dozed I reckon, three times about half an 
hour atatime. When I wasawake was med- 
itating with God. A man feels horrible to 
die. I feels like I was pulling loose from evy- 
erything, but I knows I must die. I believe 
I ought to die, for the Bible says so. Last 
night I thought I heard somebody call me. 
I raised, but I didn’t see nobody. I has turned 
all hope.’’ 

“Mc, if you were free, and putinthe same 
position again, would you kill that man even 
if you knew you would not be hung for it?’’ 

‘‘No, boss; no,no, no,no. It’s miserable 
feeling to killa man, and nobody knows what 
I have suffered. I’ve prayed night and day. 
I was sorry I killed the man as soon as I done 
it, and I am miserable now.”’ 

“Would you, if you were free, kill any one 
else?” 

“No, no; I'd take to my heels before I'd 
have a fuss, and I’d take to my heels from a 
child, much less a man.’’ 

Here MeDufiie began his chant, taking up 
the same words and repeating them over in 
the same tone of voice. 

PREPARING FOR DEATH. 

The crowd, which by 10  o’elock 
thronged the streets and congregated about the 
jail, was one of the largest ever seen in Greens- 
boro. At 11:45 he came up the steps, and was 
led into the room in the upper story.” He 
was cool and collected, and just before 
seating himself on the pallet, took a 
of tobacco. As he Sat down 
he adjusted the coat which seemed to be a lit- 
tle tight. Rev. Levi Thornton spoke at great 
length to him. ‘I’m soon to meet death.” 
said McDuttie, ‘but I’m ready. It’s only fora 
short while before you will be with me, only a 
short while, if it is a hundred years.” 

He was perfectly cool, nota tremor was in 
his voice, and he sat with his hands crossed 
over his ~- knees. Speaking of 
feelings relative to committing suicide, he said 
when he was first condemned he felt like kill- 
ing himself, and made the knife from his shoe 
for.that purpose, but he was moved by the 
spirit of God, and did not doit. He saidthat 
he had laid down on. the floor in 
& position in which he wished 
to die, but he became 
sorry, aud knew God would not forgive him if 
he killed himself. He intended to keep the 
knife, and show it to Mr. English to prove that 
he could have killed himself, if God had not 
saved him. For nearly an hour the conversa- 
tion continued, McDuttie reciting his feelings 
as he did to the reporter this morning, 

At 12:20 his hands and feet were bound, and he 
stepped on to the scaffold. Outside of a lit- 
tle nervousness he was cool and collected. As 
the cap was put over his head, he said in a 
very low voice: 

‘‘Lord Jesus, be with me, 
oh, Lord.”’ 

As the sheriff adjusted the rope, he said: 

“Mr. English, will I hang three hours ?’’ 

‘‘No, Mac.”’ 

In a few seconds he said: 

‘‘Move the cap, Mr. English, from my nose; 
I can’t breathe good.” 

This being done he said: “‘That’]] do.” 

In an instant more Mr. English cut the sup- 
porting rope and the trap went down. 

The fall, which was five feet, broke his 
neck, and after the trap fell McDufiie drew 
himself up only a few times. The drop fell 
at 12:30; in sixteen minutes life wags pro- 
nounced extinct by Drs. J. E. Walker and J.C. 
Asbery, the attendant physicians, and at 1:05 
his body was cut down, it having hung thirty- 
five minutes. There was no excitement out- 
side the jail, and the whole hanging was quict, 
orderly and well conducted. 

HISTORY OF THE CRIME. 

On the 13th day of last September, there 
was committed near Woodville, tn this coun- 
ty, ® most cowardly assassination. George 
McDuffie, a wellknown negro preacher of 
that locality, secreting himself {n éome bushes 
by the roadside, fired at and killed Bill 
Cheeney, another nogto. J ealousy was 
at the bottom of the crime, Living with 
McDuflie was a woman named Sarah Harris, 
a likely looking colored girl, of whom McDutf« 
fie, though married, was much enamored, 
Bill Cheeney paid court to Sarah, in defiance 
of threats made by MecDuiiie towards thom 
both. On the fatal night Choeney carried 
Sarah to church at Woodville, about 
a milo away. While they were

at church McDufile armod himself and going 


down to the roadside, secreted himself in tha 
bushes. Presently ,\Clheeney and the woman 
came by. Aas they neared him Meluitie 
rose «6oand raising his gun, fired, The 
loml tore @ great hole in Cheoney's side, 
he fell groaning to the earth, and Me 
Daffie fed, The woman's screams brought 
assistance, and Cheeney was carried to the 
nearest house, where he shortly expired, Aa. 
Duffile made good his escape,and fled to Mouth 


his ~ 


Carolina. In November last he was captured 
near Abbeville, and Sheriff English, of this 
county, went for him, brought him back and 
lodged him in jail. Upon his arrest, McDuf- 
fie feigned insanity, but shortly recovered. 

Last March he was tried before Judge Jen- 
kins, found guilty and sentenced todie on May 
llth. Since his death sentence he has stub- 
bornly held on to hope and believed his neck 
would yet be saved. 

Only a few weeks ago did he loose} hope and 
then began ostensibly to prepare for death, 
spending the day and night in 
preaching and praying. Last week 
he sent for a reporter of the Sun, and dictated 
a letter to the people, warning them to beware 
of women—that it would bring them to the 
gallows. He was apparently in earnest, but 
Wednesday Sheriff English discovered under 
his cot a sharpened knife, which he had 
made from the spring of his shoe. 
It was evidently his intention to com- 
mit suicide, or attack the guard with 
the knife at the last moment. 

McDuffie’s crime was one of the most delib- 
erate and brutal known in the history of this 
county. Even his own race and his wife have 
no sympathy for him, and believe the sentence 
is just. Despite his protestations as |to his be- 
ing prepared for death they do not believe 
him, and think if free he would be 
ready to commit the crime again. 


IT WAS SELF-DEFENSE, 


A Cutting Affray Which Took Place Near

has reached the city of a cutting affray on Mr. 
J. H. Boston’s farm on Chattahoochee river, 
nine miles eastof town. Some parties from 
this place went out fishing on the river oppo- 
site Mr. Boston’s place, and on arriving there, 
Mr. Ben B. Nicholson, who {is a tenarft on the 
farm, anda very honorable, upright citizen, 
volunteered his services to the ogee | party, 
showing them down tothe river, an while 
there Mr, Wm. Dickerson, who lives on an 
adjoining farm, came “s somewhat under the 
influence of whisky and renewed an old feud 
with Mr. Nicholson. Mr. Nicholson, after

The Search foran Antidote So Far Rewarded 
by Only Partial Success. 
From the Washington Star. 


The statement that 30,000 or 40,000 reptiles 
are keptin one room atthe Smit!sonian sends 
chills down the backs of nervous pecple. So many 
snakes, lizards and toads let loose on the smooth 
lawn ofthe park would cause some excitement. 
However, only five of all these reptiles have any 
lifeinthem. These five are five rattlers, who are 
kept ina deep box with awiretop.anda vigorous 
pokingand punching witha stick starts the mus‘¢ 
in their tails. When the five are sounding their rat- 
tles together they fill the box with nerve-shocking 
sounds. The other 39,995 or 40,000 minus tive (as the 
exact number may be) are secuwie!ly corked in giass 
jars in alcobol, and arranged on shelves like cans of 
preserves. The curator of reptiles, who is experi- 
menting in search of an antidote for the poison of a 
reptile’s bite, told a Star reforter yesterday that it 
was not true that they had yet discovered anything 
thatthey knew certainly to bean antidote. Far 
from having satisfactorily concluded their experi- 
ments, they consider that they have practically just 
begun. They have tried every alleged antidote that 
has been suggested with the least probability of suc- 
cess, and the only thing that they have found that 
has succeeded in any degree is fluid extract jaboran- 
di, whéch is made from the South American plant, 
pilocarpus pennatifolius. The active alkaloid of 
this is pilocarpine. This has proved to be an anti- 
dote in the case of rabbits sube ted to the rattle- 
anake poison. Where the snake poison has been in- 
jected into the rabbit, followel at once or within a 
short time by an injection of this drug, the animal 
has recovered. But it has been found to possess no 
efficacy inthe case ota chicken poisoned by the 
venom of the rattler. A full application of the drug 
has never yet resulted in saviig the chicken’s liie. 
They intend to try it on turkeys and pigs. 

The story that one of the assistants had been bit- 
ten by a rattler. and that the ‘‘antidote”’ had been 
applicd with succes:,the curator pronounces utterly 
false. Ile says that noone has been bitten by the 
reptiles; thatasa factthey are in sucha sluggish 
state itis difficult to get them to strike at anything. 
The only information he _basofjaborandi having 
been used successfully to counteract the eifects of a 
snake bite comes from a physirsan of France, who 
administered internally a draught of tea made from 
the plantitoa girl who was bitten by a viper, and 
she recovered from the poison.

Tobacco Using. 
From the American Aualyst, May 1. 

“In every land and every clime where the use of 
tohacco prevails, it causes degeneration, degrada- 
tion, debasement—physical, mental and moral— 
disease and death, or individual and national de- 
cadence.’ Such isthe statement of Dr. George J. 
Ziegler in an article on ‘*The Tobacco Poison.” 

‘‘T do hot believe there is any more harm in smok- 
ing a cigar or pipe, after eating, than there is in 
drinking tea or coffee. Any luxury carried to! x- 
cess carries with ita penalty. Formy own part, I 
consider that smoking acts as a sedative and equal- 
izer of the temper, assists digestion, andis amedium 
of sociability among men vhich shoud not be disre 
garded.” Sosays Dr. A. E. Adams, of Danbury, 
Connecticut, in an article entitied “Is Smoking In- 
jurious?”’ 

The doctors disagree, says the New York Medical 
Journal, but there can be no doubt as to whose view 
isnearer the trnth. The broad statement of Dr. 
Zieglar is contradicted ne) only by general exper- 
iences, but by the undoubited fact that such coun- 
tries as Germany and the United States, two nations 
which are certainly not suffering from decade ce, 
consume three or fourtimes more tobacco per capita 
than do the Spaniards or Italians, nations of by no 
means 80 Vigorous a vitality. 

The real facts as to the influence of tobaccoon the 
health are fair'y wellestablished. and the occasional 
out-burst of anti-tobacco fanaticism does not affect 
received medical opinion. Tobacco is pernicious to 
growing chiidren. Used in moderation, the majority 
of healthy adults can smoke it without harm. It does 
notin these shorten life or produce degenerative 
changes. Nearly one-halfof Professor Humphrey's 
collection of centenarians were tobacco-users. It is 
particularly harmless totho-e who live outdoors 
andengage in physical work. It is particularly 
apt to injure those wholiveindoors, The worst fea- 
ture about its use is the difficulty some persons have 
in smoking in moderation. Thisis especially true 
of brain-workers, and it is for this reason that physi- 
clans never advise the ac.juirement of the tobacco 
habit. But among the great mass of working people 
the use of tobacco is apparently a harmless cone.

Simmons, J. 1. The declaration in the code 
that possession, to be the foundation of pre- 
scription, must not originate in fraud, means 
such fraud as is actual, moral fraud as distin- 
guished from legal fraud.

(a) Where the evidence shows, that defen- 
dant purchased the land in question from 
the agent of two executors; that the 
power of attorney under which the agent 
sold recited that they were the executors 
of a testator, some of whose heirs at law 
are the plaintiffs, and further recited 
that such executors, under his will, had the 
right to sell this land, and contained no inti- 
mation that there was another executor, or 
that the property in question was not mention- 
ed inthe will; and the evidenee further shows, - 
that defendant paid a large sum of money for 
the land, went into immediate possession of it 
and held it from that time up to the com- 
inencement of this litigation, claiming it in 
good faith; if the title he thus acquired were 
not a good legal title, it was a mistake of law 
on his part and on the part of the parties from 
whom he purchased, no actual fraud being 
shown on the part of either. 

(b.) Even if defendant had looked at the 
will and found that three executors were ap- 
pointed in it. and that this land was not men- 
tioned in it, it could hardly be held that he 
was guilty of a fraud if he had concluded that 
two of the executors had the right to carry 
out the provisions of the will and to sell this 
land. The propositions involved in such a de- 
cision are not free from doubt, even in the 
minds of able judges; and it seems, from the 
record, that two judges of the superior court 
have decided in this case, that the two execu- 
tors had the right to sell this land. 

2. The record farther shows that the land 
was sold to defendant in June 1866; that most 
of the parties plaintiff had notice of the sale 
at that time, and that some of the heirs shared 
in its proceeds; and that the action was not 
begun until seventeen years after the purchase 
was made and fifteen years afterall had notice. 

It seems that it would be a fraud, under the 
facts, to deprive defendant of the land. 

3. While the court below might have left 
the matter of good faith tothe jury, as they 
would have been obliged tofind in favor of 
defendant, the case will not be sent back for 
another trial).

This generally breaks the timber at about 
midways between the wharf and the surface 
of the earth. Imagine a stout pine trunk, of 
adiameter of a foot and a half, completely 
filled with long, tortuous channels, varying 
from-one-quarter to three-quarters of an inch, 
and running from outer edge to outer cdge. 
Now, as thin as is this sheet upon which I 
write these lines, as thin asthe transparent di- 
vision against which the golden honey resis 
in the waxen comb, so thin are the walls be- 
tween each of the actual channels which mark 
the passage and progress of the worm through 
the doomed timber. As singular as it may 
seem, they never break through; they never 
disturb each other or trespass upon each oth- 
er’s territory. There may be athousand of 
them in a single pile, but no instance has yet 
been foind in which one of these passage ways 
intersected another or trenched upon another’s 
right of way. They may all be boring at once 
—some up, some down, some laterally, some 
obliquely—and they may make their division 
walls as thin as it pleases them, but there is 
never an infraction of this law of absolute in- 
violability of each individual’s right of way. 

It will easily be apprehended, therefore, 
how quickly a timber thus ;riddled will be 
worn away by the constant attrition of the 
tides, until it finally breaks, and brings with 
it in its fallthe beam above, of which it was 
tH support. 

A study of the history and habits of this sin- 

lar worm will be found neither uninterest- 
ing nor unprofitable. Its habitat was orig- 
inally in the tropic seas. but being carried in 
the timbers of vessels into North American 
and European waters, it has become the terror 
and dread of wharfmen and captains of un- 
sheathed sailing craft along the Atlantic and 
Pacitic coasts and in the harbors of numbers 
of Mediterranean cities. 

THE TEREDO NAVALIS. 

According to the classification of Linnmus, 
this bivalue belongs to the family Pholadida, 
and genus teredo. so called from their habit of 
destroying ship or other timber. The shell is 
equal valved, and in form it is short, thick and 
round and widely open in front and rear. 
This shell is situated at the inner end ofa 
tube, somewhat cylindrical in shape, and 
either straight or crooked, as the case may be; 
this tube being open at each end in the full 
ZTown specimens, and lined or coated with a 
white, chalky paste or substance, which seems 
to be its digestive apparatus. The weapon of 
the teredo is not its teeth, as might be sup- 
posed. This singular animal has still another 
eget dependant, however, upon the one 
ast mentioned, for since its instrument is 
its foot, so it feeds itself not 
from the mouth, but from the foot itself. 
The valves above noted are simply appendages 
ofthe foot. In fact, ifa teredo should have 
his foot amputated he wouldin a most vital 
Sense ‘‘lose hia grip.’’ In the center of the 
Circular opening of the valves the foot is pro- 
truded, like the blade concealed in a spring 
cane, and the entire arrangement constitutes a 
boring machine of power inconceivable in so 
Smalian object. But the strength of this 
machine becomes apparent when, upon a 
Closer examination, one notes the strong rub- 
ber-like ridges of the valves, which can con- 
tract with great force, and the comparatively 
immense size of the great adductor muscle 
which enables the teredo to use his sharp foot 
With the ease of an auger passing through the 
softest pine. 

LENGTH OF THE TEREDO. 

This worm attains often a great length, but 
it is usually from one foot to a yard long, its 
Size depending on the length of time it has 

n in the wood, and frequently on the size of 
the wood itself. It is provided with two

But as it rarely happens 
that there is not some visible compensation in 
nature’s works and creatures, so evon the tere-

ting the sunken wrecks, timbers and other ob- 
structions, which would else render navigation 
in some harbors dangerous. It is astonishing 
how rapidly a wreck will disappear in some 
channels particularly infested by the teredo. 
€REOSOTED LOGS. 

How to prevent them from ruining a pile al- 
most as soon as it was put down was long a 
vexed question with men in maritime towns; 
but experiment and invention have solved this 
matter as they have given the solution of many 
others. The logs are now kyanized or creosoted- 
A log properly treated will have alife of at 
least fifty years, and may bid defiance to every 
teredo that ever bored a hole, or who would 
wish to bore one. The method of preparing 
these logs is a singular and interesting indus- 
try, and in connection with this subject your 
correspcndent was permitted to witness the pro- 
cessabovoad malum. In the first placea huge 
pine log, and the larger the better, is stripped 
of its bark, drawn upon a tramway and borne 
thereupon to the door of the creosoting works. 
In the meantime the creosote has been made, 
and the manner of its making is also instruc- 
tive. Whatis crecsote? Chemists will tell 
one that it is a wood tar, and has antiseptic or 
fiesh preserving §qualities, as its name indi- 
cates, e. g., from the Greek kreas, tlesh, and 
sozein, to preser¥e. It is obtained by the car- 
bonization ofthe fat pine at an intense heat. 
As madein the factory under consideration, 
the procedure is to thrust a cord of this rich 
pine, cut into lengths of 6 feet, into a cylinder, 
which is then sealed and made air-tight. 
When this done an intense heat from a char- 
coal fire is applied.and every drop of liquid in 
that cord of wood is exuded and passes through 
a tube into a receiving trough, open to the air. 
The contents of these troughs is pure oil of 
tar, or creosote, and that which your correés- 
pondent saw thus made was of excellent 
quality. 

Having obtained the creosote from the wood 
the cylinder is opened, and where before was a 
cord of rough wood one now sees a mass of 
pure, glittering carbon, absolute charcoal— 
brittle, dry and light. The creosote being pre- 
pared, it is run through a pipe into an im- 
mense reservoir in another building, a long 
low structure, Within this structure is a 
powerful engine, the reservoir named and two 
long cylindrical iron tubes, each about six feet 
in diameter and about fifty feet long. The 
log, which has been brought to the door by a 
tramway, is now, by means of a cable and the 
power suppiied by the engine, lifted into the 
uttermost of these iron tubes and 
is therein hermetrically sealed, and 
now an- astonishing thing takes place. 
If an observer will stand at the end 
of that iron tube, within afew minutes after 
that log has been placed therein he will pres- 
ently notice a steady stream of muddy, thick 
looking water gush forth and flow away. This 
stream is the liquid contents of that immense 

og. Every atom of sap and water is driven 
from the wood by a powerful atmospheric 


phe eae until,when the work is complete the’ 


ogis taken out porous as a sponge, light and 
dry asa chip and shorn of more than half its 
weight. This logis then placedin the next 
or inner tube, and by means of the same 
force in place of the water which was driven 
out, into every foot of that log two gallons of 
the creosote are driven in, and when this has 
been thoroughly done the task is complete. 
and an immensely heavy, hard, black trunk is 
taken from the tube and is ready for the stroke 
of the pile driver. No teredo will touch a 
pile thus treated, and as the creosote has filled 
and hardened every pore the wood will also 
resist the effects of salt water fora very long 
term of years. Inasmuch as the ordinary life 
of an unkyanized log, that is one inits natural 
state, will not cover more than five years un- 
der the attack of the worms (and three years 
is an average,) it will readily be seen what an 
immense saving of time and money is effected 
by the use of creosoted timber. Nearly all the 
south Atlantic and eastern gulf coast ports are 
using the creosote piling as a defense against 
the ravages of the teredo.

Algeria’s Ambition.

After an existence of 57 years as a French 
colony Algeria has determined that it is time 
to be released from financial. leading strings 
and to have a budget of its own, and this sug- 
gestion, originated and warmly supported by 
the governor-general, has been unanimously 
adopted by the counsell superior.

Yet taxes in Algeria are still col- 
lected by the central power and confounded 
with those of France, so that the colony is ac- 
tually ignorant of the amount of its own re- 
sources.

‘ant, Field Marsha] Murat Halstead, struck 
the key-note of the republican campaign, 
resurrecting the bloody shirt and digging 
anew the bloody chasm, most of the repub- 
lican organs haye fallen into line, and are 
working the poor old issues for all they are 
worth.

Messrs. Epirors: Your editorial in Tur 
ConsTITUTION of this date on “Savings Banks in the 
South,’’ touches upon a very important subject, and 
it should have the effect of arousing the entire press 
of the state to a thorough discussion and ventilat‘on 
of savings banks. Their importance cannot be 
overestimated. The growth of these institutlons 
are marvelous and a compilation of figures from the 
annual statements of the savings banks of the 
United States, would give as nothing else could the 
best idea of the prosperity of this broad land of 
Ours, 

It is but a few years since the world was astound- 
ed at the g @it contribution made by the working 
classes of France to the national fund for liquidat- 
ing the debt of the Franco-Prussian war. It seemed 
as if every man and woman in France saved 
moneys 

The Germans are also a great, if not the greatest, 
money-saving people in the world. No matter how 
poor or how small the earnings 
of the laborers or farmers a por- 
tion is put aside in banks or saving clubs, buildin 
associations, etc. This custom is continucd by the 
millions of Germans settled in America, and wher- 
ever these people are found you will also find the 
savings banks. 

You refer to the saccessful working of savings 
banks in Baltimore and the impression gained is 
that no other southern city has done likewise. 
Thereis, however another city—viz.: Charleston, 
South Carolina, that has made a magnificent recerd 
in savings banks, Possessed ofa population of not 
more than 50,000, of which a larze number are ne- 
groes, this city has accumulated through its savings 
banks over two millions of dollars. There are five 
strictly savings banks in Charleston. The Germania 
savings bank started about ten years ago with 
something like $25,000 capital, has on deposit over 
one million dollars. The present eapital which is 
$10,000 has been increased by accumulated profits 
after paying handsome dividends to $150,000. 

The Charleston Savings Institution, the American 
Savings bank, the Carolina Savings bank and the 
Hibernia Savings Institution carry deposits of a 
million or more. Besides thege the Carolina Loan and 
Trust company, a regular bank of deposits and dis- 
counts, has a savings department with many hun- 
dred thousands of doilars on deporit. I have been 
told that there are at least five thousand families 
interested as depositors in these Charleston banks. 

It goes without saying that nothing can possibly 
make better citizens than such agencies as these. 
There can be no room for anarchy where every one 
becomes a Capitalist, be it ever sosmaillaone. We 
are often amazed at the figures given of the wealth 
of the Vandeibiltsand Gould and the dangers to 
our American institutions by such large individeal 
accumulations, Butno such dangers may be ap- 
prebended as long as millions of humble, hard- 


the creek about halfa mile from its head, and for 
two milesanda half he whipped the stream with 
remarkable success.

He believed in the royalty of man, in 
the sovereignty of the citizen, and in the matchiess 
greatness of this republic. 

He was of the classic monld—a ficure from the 
fntique world. He had the pose of the great statues, 
the pride and bearing of the intellectual Greek, of 
the con yuecring Roman, and he stood in the wide 
free air, as though within his veins there fowed the 
blood of a hundred kings. 

And as he lived he died. Proudly he entered the 
dsrkness—or the dawn—that we call death, Un- 
shrinkingly he passed beyond our horizon, beyond 
the twilignt’s purple hills, beyond the utmost reach 
of human:harm or help,to that vast realm of si- 
lience, or of joy where the innumerable dwell, and 
he has lef: with us his wealth of thought and deed, 
the memory of a brave, im, exioma houses man, 
bowed alone to death.

SAVE THE SEALS. 


Steps Necessary to Preserve These Valuable 
Animals From Extinction, 
From the Chicago Times. 

The buffalo has become in the last dozen 
years almost an extinct animal; elephants are get- 
ting scarce, whales are too few for profitable whal- 
ing voyages. The disputed question whether the 
United Statescan make Behring sea closed water 
may, as it turns out, save from speedy extinction 
another animal, the fur seal. It was reported some 
time agothat Secretary Bayard had proposed to 
Russ’a, England and Germany to agree that their 
people, while using Behring sea for naviga ion, 
should not -kill fur sealsthere. It has now been 
suggested that these and other powers shall agree 
to make @ clore season on fur seals all over the 
world. This animal is now found only on the 
Alaska ceast, or two Russian islands in Behring sea, 
and at the Lobos islands. Hunting for seal rooker- 
ies was, early in the present century, a 
fauorite venture among New England seamen, 
From the South Shetland istuands, off Cape Horn. 
8,000. 000 skins were taken fu two ycar:, and that 
closed out the rookery. An American sealing 
schooner got the first year 20,000 skins; the second 
year two vessels of the same Owner took 30,000, in 
the third venture six vessels got only 17,000 between 
them. Kerguelen Land,in the Indian ocean, in 
twenty years yielded 1,000,000 skins, but the animals 
were then exterminated. Massafuero, near Juan 
Fernandez island, yielded £C.00 skins for several 
years, but was then abandoned, there being no seals 
left. Georgia islands, south of Cape Horn, yielded 
1,200,000 skins, but is no longer visited by fur sealers. 

The world’s supply of sealskin jackets now comes 
entirely from Alaska and from two Russian islands, 
and an animal which, seventy years ago, was found 
by millions in many parts of the world, has at last 
been penned upin the Behring sea. The seal on 
the Alaskan islands have in the last eighteen years, 
since we bought Alaska, repaid almost its eutire 
cost. Russia received from the United States $7,200,- 
000, aud the company, to which the government 
leased the sole right to take seal with the restriction 
to kill only ma'es and only a certain number each 
year, has paidthe government in cighteen years 
$6,000,000, Atthe same time reports of government 
inspectors show that the seals are more numerous 
there now than in 1870. The policy of rigidly pre- 
serving this fishery is, therefore, so completely jus- 
tified that it is probable that all governments hay- 
ing coasts on which the fur seal is likely to breed 
will be tempted to join the United Statesin a mutua 
agreement for their preservation.

Features of the Specuniative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, May 11.—Business on -“ange tolay 
was of a muh more healthy speculative charee- 
ter than yesterday. There was less nervousness 
and more deliberate buying on the strength of the 
situation.

Epito2zs CONSTITUTION—Gentlemen: It isnot very 
diffienit, I think, to account for the misfortune 
which has befallen the inhabitants of the fish car 
on yesterday. 

Fish and other animalsliving in the water, like 
those living in the air, need oxygen to snstain life. 
Without oxygeu to stimulate the exchange of mat- 
ter all animals have to die. Just as the animals liy- 
ingin the air and breathing through lungs are suf- 
foeated, ifthe air théy have to breathe is deprived 
of oxygen, just so will animals be suffocated it the 
water in which they live does not contain enough 
oxygen to sustain their life. The water which is 
in contact with the atmosphere holds a certain 
amount of oxygen in solution. Agitation by wind 
and motion (cascades, flowing) facilitates this ab- 
sorption of oxygen by the water. If water becomes 
stacnant (as sometimes in an aquarium) it becomes 
more or less unfit foranimal life. Water, however, 
which is pumped from a my of 2,000 feet (more or 
less) cannot be expected to hold much oxygen in 
solution, and therefore, I belicy:, \.uat the absence 
of oxygen and not the presence of magnesia or 
lime, etc., killed these delicate embryo fish. Re- 
spectfully, THEO.

NOW FOR NASHVILLE. 


Two of Atlanta’s Companies 
Preparing for the Drill. 


The Governor’s Horse Guard and the Festi- 
val—The Teams to Contest at Nash- 
ville—Other Military News. 


Captain John Milledge, who has divested 
himself of his military habiliments and now 
appears in his normal civilian costume, was 
found at the state library yesterday. The 
captain has a good deal to say concerning mili- 
tary matters, but especially of the late tourna- 
ment. Some time ago Captain Milledge con- 
ceived the idea of having a cavalry tourna- 
ment of the nature of tilting and tournamental 
contests. This was indorsed by the entire 
Guard, and immediately a scheme to devise 
methods to have a national tilting contest was 
set on foot. 

At that. time neither the captain nor the 
company could anticipate the conventions 
which, unfortunately for the tournament, 
were to be held at the same time. 

It was hoped that such an affair would pro- 
mote the interests of the people of Atlanta, 
bring together an intelligent stream of gentle- 
men from all partsof'the state and from the 
north, and that if this proved successful an 
annual tournament was to be had to always be 
a gala occasion. 

**We made an estimate of the probable cost 
of the tournament, and fixed the limit at 
$2,000. The original scheme was to have 
$1,200 in prizes, but another hundred was 
added the second day,” said Captain Milledge. 
‘“‘We were much disappointed ih getting up 
contributions, but I must say in justice to 
some that we did receive a few good donations 
incash. All of the subscription money has 
not been paid in as yet. The prizes have been 
ng in full, and whether we have lost or made 
yy this great move is not ascertainable at pres- 

ent.”’ : 
‘‘We have plenty of cash in the coffers of our 
treasury, but it is hard-earned money, we will 
part with it reluctantly indeed, in case the 
‘credit’ side falls short.’’ 

Speaking of the riding of the Atlanta men, 
Captain Milledge said: 

“You see we were young and inexperienced 
as compared to the veteran contestants we 
dealt with, and moreover two of our finest 
riders were absent from effects of recent illness, 
Mr. J. J. Woodside and Mr. E. 8. Morris. I 
am more than gratified to say that not one of 
our men is at all piqued or effronted in the dis- 
tribution of the prizes. The Guard was never 
more united. We will have some practice b 
October, and by then we will feel more eligi- 
ble to cope with contestants much more expe- 
rienced than we are now.”’ '

Augusta during the exposition this fall.

The North Carolina Crop Report. 

RALEIGH, N.C., May 11.—[{Special.]—The 
department of agriculture is now making up 
its summary of crop receipts, basing its calcu- 
lation on 1,000 reports, covering every town- 
ship in the state. It appears from this sum- 
mary, so far as it has gone, that the damage 
to the peach crop by frostin May has been gen- 
erally exaggerated. In some sections the 
neach crop will be above the average.

The cotton in some sections 
has been slow in germinating. An interesting 
part of the report will be in reference to the 
amount of meat brought into the state and 
sold last year.

Reports on the 
cost of raising 100 pounds of bacon or pork 
vary widely. In some counties it is said to 
cost only $2, while in others it costs $16.

I once heard a minister say children were 
naturally untruthful; that a child had rather 
tell a falsehood than the truth. I do not agree 
with any such sentiment. I do not think it is 
because a child wants to be naughty that it tells 
untruths; sometimes this is-the case, but not 
always. There are many causes that influence 
children in this‘evil habit. Sometimes they 
do not think. Again, they are not taught the 
importance of -speaking truthfully. Often 
they want to get out of some wrong they are 
filready in; then again they do it for fun. One 
of the most frequent causes is the habit 
children have of bragging or boasting. One 
child tells of how many goods his father sold 
last week, and another immediately—not to be 
outdone—relates what his father sold; or how 
many pounds of cotton he picked, and the 
other boy of course doubles it. Children of 
course never realize that all the boasting in 
the world don’t make. people think any better 
of them. Cowardice is a great cause for 
untruth in children. Some parents are so 
severe in their discipline that if a child com- 
mits an error fear will cause them to lie, as 
goon as anything else, and, poor little things, 
they get deeper and deeper into trouble. If 
every parent would from earliest infancy im- 
press upon their children’s minds that a 
straightforward, truthful acknowledgement of 
an error or fault would be met with full and 
free forgiveness on their part there would’ be 
fewer untruthful children. If parents only 
knew many evils came from constant threats 
they would not so often indulge in them. It 
makes cowards and liars of children, and does 
them harm in many other ways. Another 
reason children are untruthful is they often 
fmagine wonderful things, and want to tell 
them and see how it sounds. Children are 
naturally imaginative, and you often hear a 
child sit down and say to you: “Iam going to 
tell you a little story, and I made ital] myself.”’ 
‘We all have heard this often and been amused 
to hear the “‘wonderful story’’ that the child 
manufactures as it proceeds. After awhile. 
when this habit becomes confirmed, the worst 
of it is the child becomes confused and cannot 
distinguish between what is true and untrue. 
Parents can guard against this evil by careful 
watching and daily training. Don’t encourage 
a child to tell a great or pretty story or a story 
that is only to make people jaugh. Teach 
them to tell in a few words just what they 
heard or saw. Be careful yourself in speaking 
before them to never exaggerate or boast. A 
child dearly loves to imitate father and mother 
in every way. Most especially are they influ- 
enced by the way they converse, so parents 

not be too watcliful over themselves as well 
as their children. There is nothing to be more 
admired in a child’s character than strict 
adherence to truth, and parents should remem- 
ber that the development of this virtue rests 
with them. Happy the parents who have 
truthfulchildren! Paley says: “I have seldom 
known any one who deserted truth in trifles 
that could be trusted in matters of import- 
ance.’’ Johnson tells parents to “accustom 
your children to a strict attention to truth, 
even in the most minute particulars. If a 
thing happened at one window, and they, 
when relating it, say that it happened at 
another, do not let it pass, but instantly check 
them. You do not know where deviations 
rom the truth will end.”” Deception or exag- 


goration should be checked instantly in a child {

Keep the Baby Clean. 
From Good Housekeeping. 

A baby that is not kept perfectly sweet and fresh 
loses halfits charm, and is defrauded of its just 
rights. Jt should be bathedin warm water every 
morning, and, as it grows older, the temperature 
gradually lowered until, at five months old, the 
chill is just taken off the water. Most babies love 
their bath, and are more apt to scream at being 
taken out of it than when putinto it. Ifthere isa 
shrinking from the plungera small blanket ean be 
spread on the tub, the child laid on. it, and gently 
lowered into the tub. At night it should be held 
onthe lap and quickly sponged witha sponge, 
wrung out of warm water. Its mouth should be 
washed with a soft piece of linen dipped in cool 
water. All creases where the flesh tonches should 
be powdered with pulverized starch, or any good 
toilet powder. Thisis most important, and must 
never be omitted, as the delicate skin easily chafes, 
Where there is redness, or any symptom of chafing, 
lycopodium powder should be used: it is most heal- 
ing, and can be applied even ifthe skin is broken. 
When there are frequent discharges, the parts 
should be washed in thin, boiled starch instead of 
water. Itis criminal neglect to allow a baby to 
suffer from chafing. 

The head requires particular attention. No 
daintiness in other respects can atone for the dis- 
figuring brown patches which are sometimes 
allowed to remain there. The top of the head 
should be washed well with soap and water every 
morning. If, in spite of this, traces of scurf appear, 
the spots should be rubbed at night with olive oil, 
and gently scraped offin the morning. Ifthe ap- 
plication is not successful, it should be repeated 
untilitis. But there will be little trouble if the 
matter is attended to when the brown flakes show 
themselves. 

As the baby grows older and the teeth develop 
bibs should be provided, if necessary, to protect the 
front of the dress from the too abundant flow of 
saliva. Unless carefully watched, kevt as dry as 
possible, and rubbed at times with a little cosmo- 
line, the chin and neck are apt to become chafed. 

Even a very young baby can be trained in good 
habits in a way that is surprising to any one who 
has not done it. If its wants are attended to at 4 
certain hourevery morning, a healthy child will 
seldom soila napkin. This training cannot be be- 
gun too early, and the habit should be firmly 
established before it is six weeks old. It saves 
much trouble to the mother and discomfort to the 
child,

Mrs. Ellen T. Rice, Chattahoochee, Fla.: I have 
thought for some time that I would make the King- 
dom another visit, and give those wishing to know 
how to make lightbread the benefit of my experi- 
ence. Iam but young in the cause, 80 far as keep- 
ing my own house, but before my marriage I helped 
my mother, and she is “one of the best.”’ I have 
had lightbread regularly three times a week for 
several months without recording a single pleasure, 
so I may be pardoned a little egotism on the sub- 
ject. 1 make my yeast cake entirely of Indian 
meal, as it dissolves more readily than flour, make 
the cake just the size of factory ginger snaps, which 
isenough to leaven a quartof flour. My modus 
operandi is this: Sift the flour and salt together, 
crumble in one yeast cake moistened in just enough 
water to cover it, one tablespoonful of lard, and 
enough tepid water to make the dough a little 
stiffer than biscuit dough. Then worb it, not 
merely turn it about with the tips of the fingers, but 
get asteady rest for your bread bowl and go at it 
earnestly and as if you meant it, especially if you 
haye two or three quarts of flour made up, because 
of course that takes longer working. Let it rise un- 
til two hours before you want to bake it: then give 
itasecond thorough kneading, grease your tins 
and put that part of the loaf where you gather the 
edges together for the top, as then you have a nice 
smooth under crust without creases. Watch your 
loaf or rolls, and if the top begins to look dry, wet 
a clean cloth in hot water and moisten your bread, 
using a dipping motion. Remember, that On these 
two things depend the success of. bread-making— 
two thorough kneadings and keeping the tops 
moist. When it is in the stove keep it covered with 
a deeper pan than the baking tin until it is set, then 
it will not be burnt on top and raw in the middle. 
Hoping I will hear of some sisters’ success by this 
plan, I will close. 


Annie Mims, Widsboro, Texas: I see many letters 
in THE CONSTIUTION on the exchange of flower seed 
and bulbs. I would like very much to have a cape 
jesamine and calacanthus. Enclosed I send you 
some ofthe pepper tree seed and some seed ofa 
beautiful evergreen sent me by a friend from Cali- 
fornia. She says the tree is full of bright red 
berries and is quite beautiful. Ihave not planted 
Seed yet, as we have had so much cold and rain. 
The seed in the red paper are the California ever- 
green, The pepper tree seed I can’t tell you any- 
thing about, yet it is common here with us. I have 
never used any, and know but little about it, as I 
prefer the old red pod to any other kind, being 
rather on the old style of everything. The calan- 
thus, I would rather have than all other shrubs, 
as I have not seen any for years, They used to grow 
abundantly in Tennessee, my early home, but I left 
these in ’49, and have only seen them mentioned in 
Tue CoNsTITUTION; hence my great desire for them. 
I received some raisin grape cuttings from Cali- 
fornia not long since; they were simply tied to- 
gether and put in the latest issue of the Los Angelos 
Times and sent through mail. I will be under 
many obligations for the above named shrubs. 
Mauy wishes for your happiness here and here- 
after. 


Mrs. Sidney Cook, Marshall, Texas: Can any of 
the sisters or Aunt Susie tell me what is the matter 
with my lightbread? I amvery fond of bread made 
from milk yeast. I scald one cup of fresh milk and 
pour in yeast pitcher and cool with half eup of cold 
water; when about blood heat Ladd one tablespoon- 
ful of sugar, twoof meal and thicken with flour. 
Setitin warm water for six hours, but my yeast 
never rises well, and often not at al), and it never 
has that good smell or oder that good yeast has, I 
remember well how mother made bread in Georgia 
with very little trouble, and I made it there too. 
But eversince our soejourn here bread from milk 
yeast has almost always failed. Now if I was the 
only one that failed I should think it was in my 
carelessness, but I know of several ladies of good 
judgment that suffer my loss, too. Some say add a 
pinch of soda; J have tried that and failed. One 
husband of the Kingdom suggested that probably 
the good luck was in the moon, but I have tried 
every phase ofthe moon. I buy good brands of 
flour, not the best, but good ordinary, and the same 
flour will make beautiful ‘cake, yet I can’t help 
thinking the flour is the trouble, but I can’t fathom 
the fanlt. I want gocd yeast and then I won't fear 
forthe bread. Do some of you help me and en- 
lighten me; I will be ever so much obliged. 


Minnie Kidd, Sulphur Springs, Texas: I admire 
Mrs. Beldin’s letter very much. The description of 
Michigan flowers proved interesting. My home is 
in northeastern Texas. Rare and beautiful flowers 
bloom and fade the entire year, with the exception 
oftwoorthree months. They abound everywhere, 
deep in the forest shade, penciled with gold by the 
lances of light that slip through the interlacing 
boughs of the trees during the day, refreshed by 
the lingering cool of night dews and caressed by the 
gleam of the far-off stars, while the tangled grasses 
of the prairies are gemmed over and ablaze with 
brilliant coloring. The tirst littie fiower to thrill to 
the kiss of spring is the snowdrop, a dainty, four- 
petalled affair. Daisies are numerous. Violets, 
blue and white, attain to a size almost incredible, 
emitting an odor rich and strangely sweet: the 
gentian, white, with pink stameus; the daffodil, 
opening its bud in ruifies of vivid gold, and the 
purple yerbena are the harbingers of sunshine. By 
May, Qteen Flora will have marshuled all her 
forces and Nature her gala robe. Luxuriant vines 
festoon the trees, graceful ferns in twining spirals 
and feathery loops droop to the water’s edze. 
Mosses trail and odd plants, quainutly fanciful, float 
on the fetid surface of ponds like things endowed 
with life, responding in movements to the hoarse 
croaking of frogs and the whirr and buzz and weird, 
juarticulate moan of insects among the lilies and 
flags. There is a plant wildly lovely, with a botan- 
ical name just as unintelligible; we call it “indigo.” 
The stalk is dark blue, branching out near the 
ground in stems ranging from six to seven inches in 
height. The leaves are long and sharply pointed 
and light green. The endsof thestems are hune 
Closely with blossoms of creamy white, somewhat 
resembling the violet in shape. My favorite flower 
of the early season is the maybell, a slender stalk 
around which swing odorous bells of pale blue. 
Another plant equally as beautiful seems simply a 
bunch of tall grass out of which rises a star or two 
that mirrors the tint of the sky with a heart o 
crimson sunsetting. Lillies of the valley, wild 
ro-es, woodbine, honeysuckle, a vine with silver- 
gray berries. (nameless,) make a royal offering at 
Ssiummer’s throne, tiring the eye with gorgeous dis. 
play and steeping the senses in a heavy atmosphere 
of perfume. i like autumn best, with its golden-rod 
dandelions and air of tender regret. The murmur 
of the wind as it “sings through the pines” ig 
unknown musictome, The sweetest symphony is 
the rustling foliage of oak and elm as an undertone 
to the entrancing trill of “‘grove choristerg,”’ The 
prairies produce the mosquite and haw; and, by the 
way, nothing tastes more delectable than the fruit 
of the latter. Ihave held in my hand at one time 
no less than six different hued haws—crimson 
scarlet, white, yellow, blue and purple. They are 
the size of a pea and quite round. But it would take 
volumes to give an adequate conception of the 
flowers and natural curiosities of Texas. No n 
can ever portray, or fervid imagination compre. 
bend, or poetry teach, what Nature reveals only to 
the soul. It is impossible for any one to be unhappy 
or call life a miserable failure when the mighty 
throb of the universe vibrates to the heart its glow 
and glory, sparkle and light and radiant harmony.

DEAR Cui~tpREN: Iasked you in my last 
letter about the largest bell ever made, and 
promised to print the first answer. It was 
answered last week by Bessie Smith, Wash- 
ington, Ga. She gave the correct answer ; the 
great bell at Moscow was the largest ever 
made: in the year 1737 it fell from its supports 
and broke a piece out of its side. Numbered 
among the largest bells is ‘Big Ben,’’ the great 
bell of England at Westminister. Another 
bell celebrated for its enormous propotions is 
the one at Erfurt, in Germany. Bessie Smith 
also gave the correct answer in regard to Cur- 
few. Just when bells were invented no one 
appears to know, but they were used in China 
and India long before they were known in 
Europe. You will all remember in one of my 
letters I gave youa picture of some of Queen 
Victoria’s toys when she was a child; you may 
like to hear now something of her doll house, 
which is still preserved, and her grandchildren 
often now go and visit it. The doll house 
stands in one corner of a room in one of the 
queen’s palaces—Kensington Palace.

Pi Those who, in the future, present their naines for 
membership will be actuated bya desire to have 
value forthe money they pay. Many other enter- 

rises, struggling into life, tax the philanthropy of 
Senevolent persons, andthe feelingis that the li- 
brary ought notto depend upon the donations of 
any, but should earn its right to the revenue it re 
ceives. The policy recently pursued of trequent 
and liberal purchases of new books will inevitably 
attract new members. The mission of the library 
is to watch with keen attention the printing presses 
of the country, to judicially select such books in ey- 
ery field asshould be in the hands of the intelligent, 
restless and aspiring population of Atlanta, and to 
meet the need of the people by supplying the liter- 
aturethey demand. If the new board shill some- 
how find it possible to devote a round sum every 
month tothe purchase ofnew books my abiding 
faith is that the accessions in membership will 
much more than re-imburse the outlay. But the li-

The total number of books now amounts to 12,331 
volumes, as against 11.908 last year, amd 11,509 the 
year before. Of new books 333 have been added of 
which 201 were donated, and 132 bound volumes 
purchased. This does not ipelude 239 covered pam- 

hlets. These pamphiets, Or paper back volumes, 
embracing popular books, particularly novels, 
bouznt as fast as issued, have been much apprecia- 
ted by our members and entail but trifling cost. 

BONDED DEBT, 

As stated in my Jastannual report, we oweda 
bonded debt of $11,500, to-wit: 23 bonds of $500 each, 
bearing six per cent interest, all of which was held 
by Governor Joseph E. Brown. Aswe were sorely 
oppressed by a tioating debt, gradually accumulated 
through years past and amounting, a8 Sated in my 
report above referred to, to $1,010.43, and as the debt 
ot Governor Brown matured in 1§90, when he would 
have the right to demand and receive payment, we 
thought it advisable to refund this debt. Creditors 
who held small demands upon us, who had been 
patient for a long period, we concluded should be 
paid, the credit of the library reinstated, and the 
policy pursued in the future of promptly paying 
current expenses, Toaccomplish this result, Mr. 
Geo. R. DeSaussure bent his énergies, and with 
gratifying success. Hé sacceeded in obtaining a loan 
of $13,000 for which,under autLority of the Loard of 
directors, 26 bonds of $500 each were issued, bearing 
six per cent intere-t, and due ten years aftcr clate, 
with leave tocallin same whenthe board mig 
elect. With the fund thus realized, $11,d 
paid to Governor Brown and his debt extinguished, 
our entire floating debt was paid, and the balanea

Life MCMDETS. ..-..cocecceesssoeeesees 
HONOTALY o 20 .sscvvserecseree cessor csessece = & 
tad. comnabeoeshsiped + 0 Keseceeeaensesee. ieee 
How can your membership be increased? My 
rsonal conviction is that there is but one answer 
to this question—the frequent display upon the 
shelves of new books, The Jibrary is now regarded 
by the public as an established institution, and there 
is a disposition to deal with it upon business princi- 
les. 
P Those who, in the future, present their narnes for 
membership will be actuated bya desire to have 
yalue for the money they pay. any other enter- 
rises, struggling into life, tax the philanthropy of 
nevyolent persons, andthe feelingis that the li- 
brary ought notto depend upon the donations of 
any, but should earn its right to the revenue it re- 
ceives. The policy recently pursued of frequent 
and liberal purchases of new books will inevitably 
attract new members, The mission of the library 
is to watch with keen attention the printing presses 
of the country, to judicially select such books in ey- 
ery field asshould be in the hands ofthe intelligent, 
restless and aspiring population of Atlanta, and to 
meet the need of the people by supplying the liter- 
aturethey demand. If thenew board shill some- 
how find it possible to devote a round sum every 
month tothe purchase ofnew books my ne 
faith is that the aceessions in membérship wi 
snuch more than re-imburse the outlay. But the li- 
brary cannot continue to interest the public and 
grow in membership with no moreinducement to 
ofter than the old dogeared volumes of two years

BOOKS, 


The total number of books now amownts to 12,331 
yolumes, as against 11.998 last year, and 11,559 the 
year before. Of new books 333 have been added of 
which 201 were donated, and 132 bound volumes 
purchased. This does not include 239 covered pam- 
phiets. These pamphiets, Or paper back volumes, 
embracing popular books, particularly novels, 
bougnt as fast as issued, have been much apprecia- 
ted by our members and entail but trifling cost. 

BONDED DEBT, 

As stated in my Jastannual report, we oweda 
bonded debt of $11,500, to-wit: 23 bonds of $500 each, 
bearing six per cent interest, all of which was held 
by Governor Joseph E, Brown. As we were sorely 
oppressed by a floating debt, gradually accumulated 
through years past and amounting, as stated in my 
report above referred to, to $1,010.43, and as the debt 
ot Governor Brown matured in 1890, when he would 
have the right to demand and receive payment, we 
thought it advisable to refund thisdebt. Creditors 
who held small demands upon us, whohad been 
patient fora long period, we concluded should be 
paid, the credit of the library reinstated, and the 
policy pursued in the future of promptly paying 
current expenses, Toaccomplish this result, Mr. 
Geo. R. DeSaussure bent his energies, and with 
gratifying success. He sacceeded in obtaining a loan 
of $18,000 for which,under autLority of the board of 
directors, 26 bonds of $500 each were issued, bearing 
Bix per cent intere-t, and due ten years after date, 
with leave to callin same when the board might 
elect. With the fund thus realized, $11,500 §was 
paid to Governor Brown and his debt extinguished, 
our entire floating debt was paid, and the balance 
putin our treasury. Therent of the stores on the 
first floor of this building is pledged to pay the semi- 
aunual interest on this debt, and, while itis not 
required by the terms of our contract with the hold- 
erofour bonds, I earnestly rerommend to the 
boards succeeding this the policy of callingin one 
of these bonds every year, or more, if your circum- 
ptances will allow.

We now owe no debts for which warrants have not 
been drawn‘ and have $1,022.78 in the treasury as ap- 
pears by the report of Treasurer Turnball. Warrants 
are outstanding and unpaid amounting to $241%,40, 
which, when paid, will reduce this amonnt to $774.88 
as appears from the report of your secretary.

Already the pressure for standard books 1n history, 
philosophy and science has exceeded our financial 
ability to respond to it. But the assured promise of 
larger sums for the purchase of books in the coming 
year will enable the library todo more and better 
for its readers, than ever before. While gad to fur- 
nish the recreation of light reading for leisure hours 
your committee will not be satisfied until the means 
of necessary information upon the leading questions 
ofthe day be found upon our shelves. And be- 
cause so much ofthe best work of our best writers 
is published in one or another periodical.
